I N 1218, the Danish king. tValdeniar 
n, landed his forces on Bsthoninn 
soil and. after having conquered 
the region of Wyck (llapsnl), 
Harlen (Revai), and Alutnga (Nar\-a). 
.settled down and founded in I’JIO the 
town now known as Revnl. 

Revai Is one of the few towns which 
has emerged, with nil Its henuty, from 
the Middle Ages, .says the Cliristlan 
Science Monitor. Approaching Uevnl 
from the sea. one cannot hut admire 
the gorgeous picture It makes, situ¬ 
ated on the rook shore, with its won¬ 
derful castle perched on the hill, look¬ 
ing proudly down over past days of 
Slid history, as if despising the soi^ 
row and anxiety which now prevail In 
that uniiiue town. 

Revai In summer, with Its clear, 
blue sky, reminds one somewlint of 
Naple.s.' Fitting In with the climate Is 
the wonderful complexion of the peo¬ 
ple, and one Is stnick by the beauty 
of the women, and the numbers of 
happy children. 

There Is no flnnly established opin¬ 
ion as to the derivation of the mtiue 
Revai. One legend has It that the 
name Revai U derived from the Dan¬ 
ish word “reffe!” (reef), as In those 
days the Island of Karlos, which Is 
two or three versts from the town, 
was a long rocky peninsula. 

Medieval and Modern Mingled. 

The old town Is still partly sur- 
roundisl by a thick wall from wbb-b 
rise many queer, medieval towers, the 
highest of wliicb Is the “Long Her¬ 
mann.” Then tliere Is the "Fat (or 
thick) Margaritta,” and the “Kick In 
do Keck." The latter, overlooking the 
town, receives Its name, according to 
rumor, because one can jieep Into all 
Its kitebens from Its windows. Splen¬ 
did boulevards give a niodern touch to 
this town, despite Its narrow, old- 
wnrbl, winding streets. 

I,Ike Athens, It has seven gates; the 
Big Strand (or sea) gate; the Small 
Strand, nr Nicholas gate; the Wlni, or 
.N'arwa gate; the Karja, or MIehalloff 
gate; the Hnrjn, or New gate; the 
Iiom gate, and the ristern gate (wbicli 
the Kstlionlnns call Niirinavnrov. .le- 
rlved from the Nun gate, as a convent 
was once situate-l nearby). 

The towers and walls are riddb-'l 
with bullet marks, which date bark *o 
the times when the Mosi-ovinn czar, 
Ivan Vassilivltcb. beslegeil the town. 
I be gates are decorated with the coat 
of arms of the city, dating from the 
f lanlsh period. Some have three 
light blue lines on a gold ground, sur¬ 
rounded with reil; red and bine fealh- 
ers ornament the helmet, on which 
rests a crown. A woman clad In a 
ri-d garment holds a cross in her 
bands. A sliver cross on a red ground 
Is also sometimes found. 

Historical Houses and Castle. 
Revai, us already mentioned, is one 
of the few towns In Europe to sun ive 
medieval days. For one who hives 
hlsforical towns, to Indulge himself 
til admiring the wonderful old lianlsh 
and Swisllsb bouses which ornament 
narrow streets, Is a real jciy. 
Tlie square near the castle and the 
market place are of peculiar histor¬ 
ical Interest; those strfs-ts known ns 
Broad stri*et and Long street are the 
principal tlioronghfares and contain 
piost of the fashionable shops and 
i-esldencos. 

Turning to the magnificent T>om- 
tierg. with Its castle, or Ritterhnus, a 
new and no less wonderful vista opens 
before us. The castle was built In 
':he thirteenth rentury by Waldemar, 
and was partly rebuilt In 1722. If Is 
surrounded by walls and a beautiful 
park. Formerly, this quarter was di¬ 
vided Into two parts, one belonging 
to fhe church, the oilier to the knights. 
On the right, the house of the notdl- 
Ity contains many Interesting fea¬ 
tures. Unfortunately the nrchlvi>s. 
which were ke|it there, were lost, 
when, for some unknown reason, those 
dating from before l.'OO were sent h.v 
ship to Sweden In 1710 , Two out of 
the three sliifis were wrecked. The 
only relhihle source from which one 
could trace the history of Esllionln 
has thus been destroyed. 

Some Ancient Churches. 

The churches of Revai are also of 
great Inti-rest. The I.ufheran and 
Nicohsl churches were built in ti e 
foiir'eenth cctifitry. The oiaf chiiri-h 
was hnOt In IT"), and I'lMb.-dily de¬ 
rived Os name from the I' ir.“h king. 


Olaf. Unfortunately, however, this 
cliurch was partially destroyed In the 
great tire of 1-4S3. The tower was 
soon rehullt to Its present height of 
-IL'O feet. Tills Is one of the highest 
cliiirches In Europe, and In the old 
days foniied a landmark for seafar¬ 
ers. 

The Esthonlan Phiirch of the Holy 
Ghost Is one of the oldest In exist¬ 
ence. Experts believe It to have been 
built In the early Gothic period. In 
addition, tliere are many other notable 
buildings, including the town hall 
and the Schartz Hnupter Hans 
(Black-Ileuded htiihUlig) ; this latter 
ilerlves It.s mime from Its patron 
saint, the Negro Saint Mauritius, 
who.se black head crowns the build¬ 
ing, which belongs to the .\.s.soclii- 
tion of Bachelor Business Men. orig¬ 
inally formed for the nmintenance of j 
order and the defense of the town 
against marauders. 

The traveler should not leave Es- 
thonla before he lias mounted the Lax- 
herg at sunset. Front here he will see 
In the distance the Domherg ea.stle, | 
with Its silvery shimmering roofs and 
towers; the dark sllhotiette of the 
Olaf church, with It.s spire hidden In 
clouds; and the blue sen forming a 
hnckgrouiid, Interrupted by the tine j 
green line of Wolf and Niirgan l.s- 
lands, beyond which the (Ishermen are 
'returning home. Crowned by the red 
rays of the setting sun, this will re¬ 
main a never-to-be-forgotten picture.
